If we 
are satisfied that the ninety-eight 
per cent. have hitherto cajoled the 
country into the belief that the 
whole of China has lain under the 
opium curse, we must be careful 
that they are not equally at fault, 
when they would affirm that the 
evil has been eradicated. 

On January 1, 1909, a Joint 
Commission of seven Governments 
having permanent territorial 
sessions in the Far East will ae. 
semble in Shanghai to investigate 
the opium question. The object of 
this measure, which owes its initia- 
tive to the United States, is to put 
the seal of the world’s disapproval 
upon the opium trade and the 
opium habit. Such a step cannot 
fail to be helpful to China in her 
crusade against the drug; but from 
the point of view of safeguarding 
the vigour of her race she requires 
more practical assistance. It is, 
therefore. satisfactory to note that 
an anti-opium society, which la- 
bours under the wonderfally com- 

rehensive title of “ International 

form Bureau,” has turned its 
attention to the details of po- 
tential cures for Chioa’s opium 








smokers. If the claim of the 
Hongkong prison _ authorities 
be correct “that the worst) 


opium smokers can be cured in a 
month, while the majority of 
opium ‘users can stop at once, with- 
out harm,” then clearly the whole 
energy of all anti-opium leagues 
should be directed to impress this 
doctrine upon the Chinese, It will 
not be enough to secure the closing 
of dens here -and there ; a vast 
organization should be created to 
reach individual smokers in cach 
grade of life. A scheme of this 
nature started by one foreign lady 
has checked the practice of foot- 
binding, without any practical sup- 
port from Edicts or officialdom.

posals, which, excepting for the 
fact that they apply to England as 
well as to Scotland, are the same. 
as those contained in the Bill that 
Mr. James Bryce, the pre- 
sent Ambassador in Wasbington, 
brought through its second reading 
under a Conservative Government 
twenty years ago. No people have 
a keener appreciation of Nature in 
all her forms than the British, and 
so far as uncultivated tracts of 
England and Wales are concerned, 
the well-behaved holiday-maker 
bas not much reason to complain of 
illiborality on the part of the land- 
owning class. The danger of such

i this- it was a fais 
contention of Mr. Trevelyan’s that 
the number of sturdy walkers who 
wish to go everywhere and climb 
everything is an infinitesimal 
minority of holiday-makers: and 
the great landowners of the House 
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‘of Commons, notably Mr. Henry 
Chaplin, did not condemn the 
principle of the Bill. Opposition 
based itself, not on the extension of 
the measure to England, but on its 
effect on the deer forests of Scot- 
land, where the owners were able 
to show that they had other 
motives for wishing to exclude 
tourists than mere selfishness. No 
‘one needs to be informed that 
deer are timorous and sensitive 
creatures, readily put to flight by 
the appearance of a human being 
within range of a mile or a mile 
and a half, and that the deer forests 
would speedily be ruined by the 
constant intrusion of ians. 
It sounds bad to say, as Mr. Trevel- 
‘yan could say, that somo three and 
and a half millions of acres are 
preserved for deer in Scotland to- 
day against but two million acres in 
1882. What, however, seems to be 
satisfactorily established is that the 
deer forests as such support a larger 
population than they could find 
employment for either as farms or 
sheep ranches. For the soil is too 
poor for any repumerative kind of 
agriculture. If the object of Mr. 
Trevelyan’s Bill were the abolition 
of game preserves, this argument 
would lose its weight. But Mr. 
Trevelyan does not share the vie 
of extreme Radicals on this topic : 
indeed one of his strongest points 
was that “if it once got into the 
minds of our town population that 
their recreation and holiday were 
seriously curtailed by rich sports- 
men, it was going to be an evil day 
for the game laws.” An excellent 
modification was proposed by Mr. 
Henry Chaplin that there should 
be a close time during which the 
Bill should not be in operation, 
while the tourist would still be free 
to ramble where he pleased in 
spring and summer. Lord Will- 
onghby de Ereshy, another great 
landowner, pleaded also for son:e| 
regulations to prevent abuse of 
legimate freedom of access. Here 
indeed we touch upon real weak- 
ness of the Bill. Its possibilities 
of evil are by no means confined to 
the destraction of game. Already 
many of the most beautiful wild 
flowers are becoming extinct under 
the ill-directed zeal of inexperienced 
collectors: and if all lands alike 
‘are to be thrown open to the latter, 
it is not unreasonable to ask for 
strict prohibition against the sense- 
less rooting-up of wild plants for 
transportation to home gardens 
where more often than not they 
perish. 

‘Tt was a curious coincidence that 
less than a week after these ques= 
tions had been debated by the bom 
mons, the House of Lords was 
listening to Lord Avebury as he 








moved the second reading of his 
Bill prohibiting the importation of 
the plumage, skin or body of any 
dead wild bird other than birds 
used for food, eider ducks or 
ostriches. The text of this Bill has 
been reproduced in these columns 
and need not be detailed, though we 
cannot forbear from quoting once 
again the figures given by Lord 
Avebury to prove his tale of carnage. 
At the plume auctions held in 
London during the last six months 
vf 1907 there were catalogued 
19,742 skins of the birds of par- 
adise, 1,411 packages of the nest- 
ing plumes of the white heron 
(representing the feathers of nearly 
115,000 birds), besides immense 
numbers of the feuthers and skins 
of almost every known species of 
orpamental plumaged bird. At the 
June sale, held at the Commercial 
Sale Rooms, 1,386 crowned pigeons’ 
heads were sold, while among mis- 
cellaneous bird-skins one firm of 
auctioncers alone catalogned over 
20,000 Kingfishers. More than 
this there has recently sprang up a 
trade in lyre-birds’ tails and alba- 
tross quills. When it is remembered 
that the snowy heron from which 
the so-called egrets are obtained, 
assumes this particular plumage at 
breeding time, it follows that the 
destruction of every parent bird 
involves the certain starvation of a 
number of young birds. The pro- 
tence occasionally pat forward by 
dealers that they manufacture these 
feathers is simply untrae, because 
such manufacture is impossible. 
There could hardly be any dissent 
from such a Bill, although it is un- 
fortunately true as Lord Tweed- 
mouth pointed ont, that the mea- 
sure was powerless to prevent the 
slaughter of birds in their own 
habitat. At least, however, it may 
be hoped that Lord Avobury’s pro- 
posals will help to form a current of 
pebtia opinion and an example for 
Yontinental legislation. Already 
collectors and naturalists in increa- 
sing numbers are abundoning the 
gan in favour of fieldglass and 
camera, finding that the intro- 
duction of telescopic lenses enables 
them to obtain photographic records 
of wild creatures that are unap- 
prouchable at near range. It 
remains to imbue the laws of

NAVAL 
REORGANIZATION. 
June 30. 


‘Tue reorganization of the Chinese 
navy is one of the many questions 
that are exercising the minds of or 
from time to time form the subject 
of discussion between high officials 
in Peking. During the last few 
months both our letters from the 
Japital and the Notes on Native 
Affairs have made frequent refer- 
ence to the subject, although, it is 
to be feared, they have been able to 
record little in the way of definite 
progress. As in the case of so 

any, if not all, reforms the deter- 
mining factor rapidly resolves itself 
into a consideration of ways und 
means, and at this stage the most 
ardent reformers to-day appreciate 
the necessity of — proceeding 
cautiously. In the present indeter- 
minate condition of Chinese finance 
the plan of fixing on this or that 
Ministry or Provincial Department. 
financial responsibility for some new 
reform appears a simple and con- 
clusive method to many of those 
whose business it is to pose as 
practical advisers to the Throne. 
But as it is left to others to evolve 
the details of the scheme and to 
put it into actual working order, 
the reform in question is for the 
most part in danger of finding its 
beginning and end on the memorial 
paper. Thus in the case of the 
reorganization of the Navy it was 
stated more than three months ago 
that the Ministries of War and 
Finance were to be called upon to 
provide jointly a sam of Tis. 
10,000,000 for the purchase of 
ships, of which the upkeep was to 
be an annual charge in proportionate 
amounts upon the Provincial Go- 
vernments. Nothing further was 
heard of naval reorganization, until 
it was announced that the proposal 
to employ for this purpose the 
amount of the Boxer Indemnity to 
be remitted by the United States 
had met with official approval. 

From the embarrassing question 
of ways and means the Peking 
Councillors would seem to have 
turned with some relief to the 
actaal details of organization and 
at once to have found themselves 
on smooth ground. Though unable 
to discover how ships were to be 
procured in the present condition 
of China’s exchequer, they had no 











difficulty in apportioning the Em- 
pire’s naval strength in posse. There 
were to be three sections, known 
respectively as the Poiyang, 
Nanyang and Yuchyang (Canton) 
Fleets, each comprising one battle- 
ship, fifteen cruisers of various 
sizes and the “ usual” complement: 
of mosquito craft and subroarines. 
The headquarters of the threo 
sections were to be Chefoo and 
Taku for the Northern fleet ; 
Chusan and Nimrod Sound for the 
Central and Yulingkong and Sun- 
mun Bay for the Southern fleet. 
‘Ata later stage in the discussions 
there is stated to have been con- 
siderable controversy on the subject 
of the control of the prospective 
Navy. Rival cliques contended on 
the one side for its retention in 
the hands of the Ministry of War 
and on the other side for the 
establishment of an independent 





Ministry of Marine. No decision 
was arrived at, but an official in the 
Department of Naval Affairs (at 
resent attached to the Ministry of 
War) was instructed to draw up 
rules for the creation of a separate 
Ministry and for the regulation of 
co-ordinate ranks for naval and 
military officers. In the meantime’ 
inducements are being offered and 
appeals made to the Central Gover- 
ment from several quarters to 
purchase men-of-war on the most 
favourable terms and without re- 
ference to China’s requirements or 
to the need for correlating her naval 
strength on a definite principl 
Itis, perhaps, fortunate for China 
that the state of her finances 
prevent her from engaging in naval 
expansion on the lines adopted by 
the Imperial Northern Railways in 
regard to the purchase: of railway 
engines. At one time- on the 
Peking-Tientsin section there were 
said to be no less than twenty-six 
different types of engine—a testi- 
mony to Chinese impartiality in 
placing orders, but in principle a 
vicious procedure. By being forced 
to stay its hand at this juncture 
the Chinese Government will be 
able to devote time to consideration 
of the country’s real requirements 
in regard to a navy, and, it is to be 
hoped, to take advice upon the 
subject. It happens that another 
Power, small indeed in comparison 
with this vast empire but none the 
less interested in maintaining its 
relative position in its immediate 
portion of the world, is confronted 
with the necessity of reorganizing 
its navy. From the time of its 
disastrous encounter with Turkey in 
1898, when the weakness of its 
fleet was made only too apparent, 
Greece has been anxious to retrieve 
its naval reputation, but has been 
hampered by financial stringency. 
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In 1899 false pride and political 
considerations prevented the Greek 
Cabinet from accepting a favourable 
offer for the purchase of its three 
worthless battleships, which were 
meant to figure in a Central 
American imbroglio andthe country 
has had to wait until the present 
time before it finds itself able to 
devote money to naval reorganiza- 
tion. Now, however, it has set 
about the task in a rational spirit 
and as a preliminary step has 
secured the services of a foreign 
adviser and organizer in the person 
of Admiral Fournier of the French 
Navy. « It is trae that the proposed 
reorganization has met with some 
opposition, since it was passed by 
the Government and Parliament ; 
but it may be dismissed as the 
outcome of political or personal 
intrigue as common in Modern 
Greece as in the days of the Battle 
of Salamis. The example has been 
set to China of a country, conscious 
of its own limitations in naval 
affairs, requesting the assistance 
of a foreign expert to set its house 
in order. Admiral Fournier has 
made a study of conditions in 
Greece and has based his 
programme of naval reorganina- 
tion on the actual needs of the 











country. Neither China nor 
Greece can afford as yet 
to build a powerful navy; but 


Greece is now embarked on a 
scheme that will protect her shores 
from sudden attack by any State 
with whom it may be worth her 
while to quarrel, and will enable 
her to be ‘mistress in her own 
waters und free from piracy and 
smuggling. There can be no doubt 
that a ilar policy would be the 
wisest course for China to adopt. 
It is for her to decide the amount 
of money she is prepared to spend 
in the near future on the reorg- 
anization of her navy; but the 
details of that reorganization can- 
not be decided advantageously in 
the old-world council chambers 
of Peking ; they should be left toa 
qualified foreign expert. 


THE 
LATE FRANCOIS 
COPPEE, 
July 1. 
Tr is a tribute to the artistic 
power of the French nation as a 
whole—perhaps, also, to their 
theatrical sense individaally—that 
their great men in art and litera- 
ture would seem to stand out so 
conspicuously as compared with 
those of other nations. No true 
prophet of France is without honour 
in his own country. But the 














number of mediocre seers being 
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great and the standard of criticism 
high, it follows that a prophet must 

we the truth of his message by 
severe tests. Thus it was with the 
late M. Frangois Coppée, Le Podte 
des Humbles, as he was proud to be 
called, whose recent death at theage 
of sixty-six, caused by a cancer of 
the tongue from which he had 
saffered for some years, has made 
aconsiderable gap in memory both 
because of his art and for himself. 
In his youth he endured all the 
traditional privationsof one who has 
deserted a stool in a Government 
office to tempt the Muses. For 
Coppée was the son of a small civil 
servant and began life as a clerk in 
the Ministry of War. He. starved 
for years upon an estimated income 
of ten shillings a week, and tore 
up six thousand lines of verse be- 
cause Catalle Mendes, the critic, 
no better off in thoso days than 
Coppée, told him that he did not 
know the alphabet of his art. In 
asingle night his one-act play Le 
Passant, produced at the Odéon 
in 1869, lifted him into celebrity : 
and his place among the Immortals 
was practically assured. Not a 
very lofty place oot Indeed 
it may be questioned whether any 
of the work with which bis name 
is peculiarly associated by the title 
already quoted was received with 
the same rapture of enthusiasm as 
his first piece for the stage : although 
his book of essays La Bonne Souf- 
france published on his conversion 
to Catholicism, after yeas of free 
thonght, instantly became a classic 
among his co-religionists. But the 
essence of his gift was humanity and 
sympathy ; and these qualities, 
coupled with the accuracy of his ob- 
servation, will secure him lasting 
recognition in spite of much that 
was only sentimental in his writing. 

Mr. Coppée’s output was varied 
enough, apart from the songs of 
bumble life which were his best 
utterance, There were novels and 
short stories; the experiences of 
Un Mobile Breton during the 
Franco-Prussian War which gained 
much popularity ; five-act romantic 
dramas of which one, Pour La 
Couronne, besides being included 
in the repertory of the Théitre 
Francais, was translated for the 
English stage. All these, however, 
might be described as but different 
aspects of his prevailing characteris- 
tic, patriotism, which expressed the 
combative side of his nature. The 
same emotion in gentler form, led 
M. Coppée into the faubourge ; 
and thet excursion, though curiously 
at variance with his consistent 
hatred of democracy, brought him 
into his true kingdom. Slums had 
no attraction for him. He devoted 
himself to the plodding uneventful 








lives of the petit bourgeois (the 
famous of Montrouge, 
for instance) touching them with a 
delicacy and a sense of their 
unobtrusive worthiness which justly 
caught the affections both of those 
about whom and those for whom 
he wrote. In a strict sense his 
versification on such topics was 
hardly to be called verse at all. It 
was virtually prose, embroidered with 
regular rhythm and superb rhymes, 
and the question has been asked 
why M. Coppée did not wholly pre- 
fer the prose ; to which it might be 
answered that the poet's instinct 
was truer than that of his critics, 
when he was dealing with a world 
in which the shades between poetry: 
and prose are so nearly ii 

perceptible. Comparisons have: 
been made between M. Coppée and 
Longfellow, but imperfectly. Tho 
French poet had more His 
tenderness for the petit ipicier de 
Montrouge was touched with the 
least suspicion of drollery, some- 
thing after the manner of George 
Eliot, yet without a thought of 
“ superiority ” to offend his humble 
readers. A like double entendre 
was observable in his > Tt 
was simple in all conscience for 
the bourgeois appreciation, but it 
was equally suitable for the 
Academy. For M. Coppée was 
“ Parnassian,” fastidiously carefal 
of his own beautiful mother tongue ; 
and we cannot imagine him des- 
cending to concierge slang as 
W. E. Henley experimented in 
that of Bethnal Green when 
writing of Culture in the Slums. 























the faubourgs, were involved in 
the quarrel. To any man of pride 
or position the humiliation of stand- 
ing aloof would have been intol- 
erable. More than this, it must 
be remembered, that the Nation- 
alists stood, however wrong-head- 
edly, for certain ideals which were 
the breath of this fiery poet's 
nostrils. There is no doubt that he 
was sincere and disinterested, just 
as were that other Don Quixote, M. 
‘Paul Dérouléde, and others of the 
same party. All he could see was 
that a crime had been done against 
his beloved country and that certain 
politicians, whose viewshe mistrust- 
ed in any case, appeared to be en- 
gaged in sheltering the criminal. It 
was not logic. But poets are scarcely 
logical, else ews would notbe poets, 
and we may think of M. Coppée’s 
escapade with the same tolerance as 
when we remember Wagner fight- 
ing among the “Dresden mob or 
Beethoven furiously dashing out the 
name of Napoleon from his Eroica 
symphony. In the closing years 
of his life M. Coppée withdrew 
again into the seclusion of his old- 
fashioned house in the Rue Oudinot, 
a striking figure to the last, with 
his bright blue eyes and delicately 
moulded face, a brilliant conver- 
sationalist with wit and imagery 
and exquisite though seemingly 
quite artless choice of language. Not 
long before his death the Prefect of 
Police sent him one of those cards 
which permits the owner's carri 

to pass a cerdon of police. “ Why 
should M. Lépine derange him- 
self?” said M. Coppée sadly, 





The events of M. Coppée’s life, 
outside the early privations endured 
for the sake of literature, need not 
have been remarkable but for the 
great national event of the Dreyfus| 
Affaire. He had an admirable’ 
motler and an adored sister: in- 


[deed the death of Mile. Annette) 


Coppée hastened his own. He was 
for six years archivist to the 
Comédie Francaise and resigned the 

t in 1884 on his election to the 
French Academy. But the “Affaire” 
drove him out into the thick of 
the fight, with denunciations of the 
Dreyfusards very remote from the 
gentle warbling of le potte des 
humbles. He was one of the foun-| 
ders, and president of the famous 
Ligue de la Patrie Frangaise, and 
thundered through the columns 
of the Echo de Paris, taking 
alternate days with another Acade- 
mician, M. Jules Lemaitre, strophe 
and anti-strophe. To some extent, 
no doubt, it is true to say that his 
position was compromised by such 
a political eruption. Yet 
Coppée’s behaviour was surely com- 
prehensible.

THE PANAMA 
CANAL. 


July 2. 


Apart from its direct bearing 
upon the political and commercial 
future of the countries bordering 
upon the Pacific Ocean, the Panama 
Canal exercises a powerful hold 
upon the imagination both by reason 
of the vicissitudes of the undertak- 
ing and on account of its magnitude, 
As it was the object of Columbus’ 
expedition to find a western route 
to Cathay, the incidental discovery 
that America blocked the way could 
not serve as the limit of explorers’ 
ambitions in those days ; and as soon 
as the continuity of the American 
coast line was established, we find 
the iden of a canal across the 
continent first propounded. But 


M.|more than two hundred years 


elapsed after 1550 before . actual 
steps were taken to survey any 





preachers, even the little grocers of 


route for such a canal. No practical 
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plans resulted ; but as time went 
on, the scheme ussumed more 
definite shape, and during the first 
half of the nineteenth century 
various concessions were granted, 
but without bringing the waters of 
the Atlantic and Pacific perceptibly 
nearer. Between 1870 and 1875 
the United States Government took 
the matter in hand and sent out a 
series of expeditions under naval 
officers to examine six different 
routes that had been proposed for 
the canal. In 1876 a Commission, 
after considering the data submitted 
to it, reported in favour of a canal 
across Nicaragua. The first Panama 
Company was the outcome of the 
International Congress of 1879 to 
consider the subject, and work on 
a sea-level canal was continued 
until 1887, when a scheme of 
locks found favour. Into the 
history of the French companies it 
is unnecessary now to enter. 
whole question of the ownership of 
the canal was brought to an issue 
by the revolt of Panama in 1903, 
when the construction and control 
were vested hy treaty in the United 
States Government. A sum of 
£8,000,000 was paid to the exist- 
ing company for all its works and 
rights, while the new republic of 
Panama was to receive a grant of 
$10,000,000 and an annual sub- 
sidy beginning from 1913 of 
$250,000. 

It was not until June 1906 that 
the final decision was taken that 
the canal should be of the lock type 
and not a sea-level waterway. The 
work of constuction still laboured 
under the difficulty of frequent 
changes in direction and manage- 
ment ; but in Fehroary 1907 it was 
announced that work on the canal 
would be entrusted to army en- 
gineers under Colonel Goethals, 
and on April 1 Mr. W. H. Taft 

rsonally inaugurated the new 
regime on the “Isthmus. Details 
of the progress of the work have 
recently been sent to “The Times ” 
by an engineering correspondent. 
and are of interest as indicating 
that the recent request of Colonel 
Goethals for more funds was in 
reality prompted by the discovery 
that construction was being pushed 
ahead more rapidly than the man- 

nt had ventured to anticipate. 

1@ length of the canal under the 
present scheme will be forty-nine 
miles, of which thirty-nine will be 
through hilly country; the max- 
imum depth will be 127 feet and 
there is a difference of eighteen 
feet in the greatest rise and fall of 
the tide on the Pacific side and on 
the Atlantic side. Some thirty-six 
miles of the old sea-level canal bad 
been excavated,to a depth of 150 
feet by the French companies ; and 
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the present engineers pay « generous 
tribute to their French predecessors 
for the great ability shown in the 
location of the canal and for the 
good work done under the greatest 
difficulties. On the Atlantic side 
the canal comprises eight miles of 
dredged waterway until Gatun is 
reached, where will be situated three 
sets of twin locks in steps one 
above the other with a total rise of 
eighty-five feet. At this point 
ships will enter a vast artificial 
lake, 220 square miles in extent, 
formed by the erection of the 
Gatun dam, 7,600 feet long on 
top, 135 feet high and half a mile 
thick at the base, and they will 
then have a clear course of thirty- 
‘one miles before reaching the twin 
locks of Pedro Miguel. Here they 
will be dropped down thirty feet to 
emerge into another artificial lake, 
six miles long ; then the Sosa twin 
locks in two sets with a total drop 
of fifty-five feet will leave them 
with only a five miles’ ran into the 
Pacific Ocean. It is expected that 
from forty to fifty minutes will 
be ocoupied by a ship in passing 
through a lock and that the entire 
distance from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific will be accomplished in 
twelve hours. 

Seven years are thought to be 
still required for the completion of 
the great work, for the removal of 
the remaining 150,000,000 oubic 
yards of material, the filling in of 
dams and the construction of the 
locks. In theso circumstances there 
is little cause for surprise to find 
what a close watch the United 
States Government feels obliged to 
Keep upon the course of affairs in 
the Republic of Panama. The treaty 
of 1903 makes ample provision for 
American interference in the event 
of trouble in Panama ; but in spite 
of full control for police, judicial 
‘and other purposes over the canal 
zone, ten miles in width, the ex- 
tent of American commitments in 
the country renders it eminently 
desirable that nothipg should be 
allowed to disturb the even tenour 
of the republic’s existence. To 
achieve this end we find that at 
the first-threat of internal differ- 
ences, which might be evoked by 
the Panaman Presidential elec- 
tions this month, the United States 
Government felt called upon in 
May to send Mr. W. H. Taft to 
the Isthmus to act as peace- 
maker between the rival factions.

THE POSITION IN 


PORTUGAL.

Is spite of the promising con- 
ditions under which the newly as- 
sembled Cortes set to work, it is 
but too evident, both from the 
telegram which we published on 
Wednesday and from other cir- 
cumstances, that Portuguese pol 
ticians are yet by no means in a 
good temper for efficient work. It 
is true that the Monarchists owed 
at least a part of their enormous 
majority in Parliament to secret 
manipulation of the elections, But 
Portugal is accustomed to auch 
methods, and on this account they 
seem to have provoked less animosity 
than might have been expected. If 
the Republicans were weak inside 
Parliament, they are strong outside 
it; and for this reason, especially 
considering recent events, the Gov- 
ernment would not dare, even if it 
had the wish, to ride roughshod 
them. Exception was taken 
y a few Republican newspapers 
to the absence from the King’s 
speech, in opening Parliament, of 
the traditional reference to the 
liberty of the Constitution. But 
on the whole, the speech 
deservedly good impression : und 
when it came to be discussed 
in the Cortes, Senhor Affonso 
Costa, the Republican leader, made 
a notable declaration when he said 
that his party demanded no more 
of the Government than that “it 
should rule patriotically, economical-

ly and in a liberal spirit. 
ancient source of all grievances, 
the Civil List, evoked the first 
signs of discontent. The amount 
asked for in hard cash, £81,000, 
was not excessive. Objection rested 
chiefly upon the further provision 
that, while the royal palaces of 
Belem, Queluz and Caxias: were to 
become national, the State was 
asked to pay for the repairs of 
King Manuel’s remaining residen- 
ces, for his journeys and for the 
entertainment of foreign princes 
visiting Portugal. It is probable, 
however, that the Civil List would 
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have been passed without violent 
opposition, seeing that King Manuel 
has no private fortune as other 
monarchs have, and because it is 

erally recognized that the 
SaaS Sie bias ane 
ances were not so much unwarrant- 
ed in themselves as objectionable 
for the manner in which they were 
made. — Itis thus the more regret- 
table that an old scandal should 
have been raked up to increase the 
distemper that was already preval- 
ent on other grounds. 

Undoubtedly the best hope for 
Portugal’s extrication from her 
many difficulties lies in the personal 
popularity of King Manuel. His 
‘own manner of taking up the burden 
of kingship, as well as the circum- 
stances which laid it upon him in his 
extreme youth, have won for him 
extraordinary affection. Those 
politicians who have thought fit, 
quite gratuitously, to lecture him in 
public on his future conduct are not 
likely to be congratulated on their 
sense of ilelicacy by the general 

ublic. At the same time there is 

less danger in excessive 
manifestations of loyalty than of the 
opposite feeling. Twice within the 
last few weeks the King has receiv- 
ed deputations of homage, the first 
consisting of 800 leading citizens 
from Oporto, the second of 700 
students from Coimbra University. 
Both deputations gave rise to a 
certain amount of rioting and a few 
broken heads. Neither disturbance 
was serious: for the Republican 
leaders are said to have taken 
particular pains to discourage 
counter-manifestations among their 
followers; while in the case of the 
Coimbra students the conflict was 
mainly an affair of private jealonsies 
with the students of Lisbon. But 
in view of the known strength of 
Republicanism in Portugal, no 
mere growth of a few months but 
the steady development of several 
years, it is clearly injudicious to 
Seek unnecessary occasions of em- 
phasizing the divisions between the 
two parties of state. Neither the 
condition of the country as a 
whole, nor the name of the Court, 
which has been for so long 
synonymous for every kind of cor- 
raption, will permit any a/ditional 














inflammation of party feeling. 
‘There is certainly «sight improve- 
ment in the Budget : for though a 


deficit still exists, it is less by 
nearly £61,000 (in 2 total deficit 
of £301,752) than that of last 
year. On the other hand there 
is still a floating debt of over 
£15,000,000: tariffs and octrois 
have brought all industry to a state 
of virtual stagnation ; and now, to 
make matters worse, the wine in- 
dastry of northern Portagal, which 
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is by far the most valuable national 
asset, is going through so serious 
a crisis, due principally to bad 
seasons, that the Government has 
been compelled to distribute cheap 
food in order to save the people 
from starvation, and to open public 
relief works. 

The position which enables a 
looker-on to see most of the game 
naturally precludes him from offer- 
ing advice as to how it should be 
played. Even if this were not s0, 
it would be easier to see the 
perplexities of Portugal than to 
suggest a remedy. King Manuel 
is not likely to resign his crown 
at Senhor Costa’s bidding because 
his father received illicit advances 
‘of money from the Treasury; nor 
is it probable that his own popular- 
ity will suffer at large with the 
nation through this fresh visiting 
of the sins of the fathers upon the 


children. The Government will] ‘* 


jamably carry on as if nothii 

fed een heard of the scandal 
only, it is to be feared, with some- 
what increased friction between 
the parties, which is the more 
unfortunate because Parliament is 
at present discussing the Bill 
relating to the Dictatorship decrees. 
All these, with exception of the 
Edict sanctioning — deportation 
without trial and the decree that 
augmented the late King’s Civil 
List, are still in nominal force ; and 
considerable calmness of temper 
will be required in sifting ont those 
which are to be given constitutional 
standing, with or without modifica- 
tion, and those which must be 
abolished. The worst danger from 
which Portugal appears to be suffer- 
ing is the inability to force her at- 
tention away from the unhappinesses 
of the past, which would seem to 
weigh upon the imagination of her 
politicians as the memory of the late 
Mr. Gummidge weighed upon his 
widow. From this follows a cor- 
responding inability to fuce the 
future ina practical spirit, and, with 
few exceptions, a general luck of 
any effort to take stock vf the 
country’s natural resources, outside 
the application of old indebtedness. 
OF the total area of Portugal forty- 
five per cent is waste land, much of 
which is certainly fit for cultivation, 
without considering what might be 
gained by proper exploitation of her 
mineral endowments. No country 
offers a better opportunity for a 
commanding financial genius than 
Portugal. Unluckily such charac- 
ters are not to be had for the asking; 
but an efficient substitute might be 
formed by s combination of all 
parties along the middle path which 
the Portuguese Premier, Admiral 
do Amaral, has expressed so much 
anxiety to follow.

The 10.50 p.m. train from Ballarat 
for Melbourne was just moving ont of

three passengers were killed and over 
400 were injured. The scene was a 
terribly one and to add to the horrors 
part of the wrecked train togk fire. 
Nearly two hours elapsed before effective 
medical aid and appliances were avail- 
able. A Melbourne passenger who 
escaped says that “one was lying under 
the timbers, pinned down and so dread- 
fally injured that he asked his rescuers 
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to leave him alone, as he could not! 
stand the agony. There were two 
young ladies, sisters, who were found 
in the cars dead. All round us 
as we were at work, people were 
groaning and moaning and when 
the carriages caught fire it was 
worse.” A bride and bridegroom 
who had only been married that day 
were terrible injnred. The bride suc- 
cambed a few minntes after being lifted 
on to the platform. Two engines were 
palling the Bendigo express. Milburn, 
the driver of the first and, therefore, 
responsible for the driving of the train, 
saya that the “distant and “home” 
signals were against him, but the

A NATIONAL HOSPITALITY FUND. 


Such visits as these have been so 
numerous of late, and are likely to be so 
numerous in the future, that steps have 
been taken, with already assured success, 
to start an International Hospitality 
Fund in London and Mr. Lloyd-George 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer has in 
effect promised considerable grant 
from the Government for the entertain- 
ment of the delegates from all countries 
of the world who will be over here 
shortly to attend the Universal Peace 
Congress.

THE GREAT BALLOON RACE. 

Thirty balloons ascended last Satur- 
|day from the ground of the Hurlingham 
Club, their object being to descend as 
nearly as possible toa certain inn situated 
about three miles from Maidenhead, 
and about twenty-seven miles from the 
starting place. They were not dirigible 
balloons, and were, therefore, dependent 
upon the direction of the wind. Con- 
sequently the goal was not decided upon 
until the time of starting. The contest, 
which was arranged by the International 
Aeronautical Federation cannot be said 
to have proved anything. It merely con. 
firmed our knowledge of the fact that a 
gas bag with a car attached is almost 
‘ungnidable. “It is true that by raising 
or lowering the balloon when it 
in the wrong direction the aeronant may 
strike a current going in the right dir- 
ection ; but the best which the winner 
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or luck on Saturday 
was to get within one mile, one furlong 
of his objective, while the third descended 
nearly three miles and squatter 
away and the fifth nearly four 
miles. Still it was avery 
pretty sight to see the balloons rise 
and sail away and thousands journeyed 
to the neighbourhood of Putney and 
Wimbledon Common to enjoy it. 
Seventeen teams of the Coaching Club 
drove to Hurlingham from Hyde Park 
and the roads between Hurlingham and 
the winning point were one long line of 
motor cars. Great Britain had twelve 
balloons in the race, France ten, 
Belgiom four and Germany three, 
There should also have been a Swiss 
competitor—by far the largest of the 
whole thirty-one; but owing to an 
unfortanate mishap with a valve it was 
unable to start. The race ended in n

In any case they can- 
tot be very much worse off than some 
of the travellers who, after wandering 
round from one caravanserai to another, 
are only too glad to find a place in which 
to lay their heads, A visitor from New 
York had the following somembat un- 
usual particulars entered against his 
name in the book of one of the largest 
hotels in Paria the other day : 
“Ground-floor dining-room, bed No 
13, until Monday, afterwards secre 
office.” Another transatlantic visitor 
slept in a telephone cabin. Probably 
he would have been more comfortable 
on a bench in the Champs Elysces and 
saved a good deal of money. But 
there is n0 accounting for tastes. A 
carious feature about the psychology of 
the well-to-do tourists who crowd into 

is about this time of the year is the 
unanimity with which they decline to 
consider the possibility of going to 
small hotel outside the beaten track of 
big and Inxurious establishmgnts. A 
shake-down in an exceedingly uncom-

‘THB COMING OF CHANTEOLER. 

It really looks as if M. Edmond 
Rostand had made up his mind to 
produce a new play after all. For the 
last five or six years the public has 
been informed from time to time by 
means of enthusiastic notes in the 
newspapers, that M. Rostand was on 
the point of finishing a play called 
“ Chantecler,” in which he was to place 
the most poetic and elevated language 
in the months of animals, and, in « 
general way, if I maybe pardoned the 
expression, make Aristophanes sit up 
and sneeze. M. Coqnelin used to pay 
periodical visits to the poet's Pyrenean 
retreat and return quite satiséied that 
the master-piece would be ready for 
him in a few months. Time went 
on, however, and no Chantecler was 
forthcoming. M. Cogquelin fell back 
upon more reliable if less gifted 
playwrights, snd the public mind 
adopted an attitude of gentle scep- 
ticism towards the author of 
“Cyrano de Bergerac.” It became 
known, too, that he had developed a 
habit of undoing his own handiwork, 
like Penelope, and that whenever be 
managed to evolve s scene, be tore up 
the manuscript next day, because it 
failed to satisfy. his fastidi 
All this was no doubt ads 
the purely artistic point of view, but it 
is a trifle discoarsging to an actor 
manager who is waiting to bring out 
play, and in these strenuous days it 
makes the easy-going French 
public smile. At last, however, M. 
Rostand has screwed himself up to the 
required piteh. His health has im- 
proved, and he bas torn himself away 
from his besutifal country home to 
come to Paris and discuss details in 
regard to mounting the play with M. 
Coquelin. “ Chantecler,” it is asserted, 
will really be produced at the Porte 
Saint-Martin theatre in the autumn. It 
concerns the love story of a vain- 
glorious chanticleer or game cock, 
who finally expires tragically. This 
feathered hero will be interpreted 
M. Coquelin himself. His son, Jean 
Cognetio, will play the dog, and M. 

lipaux the blackbird. Madame Au- 
gastine Leriche will appear as guinea- 
fowl, and Mademoiselle Marthe Mellot 
‘as a nightingale. The other parts in 
this remarkable play are not allotted, 
The action opens with the human birds 
sitting in the branches of trees dis 
cnssing philosophy. There will pro- 
bably bea good deal of trouble over the 
‘costumes, not to mention the scenery. 
but if the play comes anywhere near 
answering the expectations it has raised, 
it will be very remarkable indeed.

TREATMENT OF LUNACY 
IN CHINA. 


To the Editor of the 

» Noura-Ciisa Dairy News. 

‘Sin,—I was greatly interested in Dr. 
Boone's letter in your issue of June 17 
in regard to the condition of the insane 
in China and the great need for the 
asylum. 

T have lived in thi ket town of 
Liewo for about six years, and during 
that time about a dozen casex of in- 
sanity in this vicinity have come under 
my totice and ome of thew: under my 
treatment. 

L have seen three cases chained to 
trees and exposed to the weather ; one 
of hem in the dead of winter and left 
to starve, Not because of cruelty 
particularly, bat because the houses of 
the poor aro su swall-and so rickety 
that a crazy man would tear one down 
if confined in it. So they can do no 
Letter and in many cases cannot provide 
the food for one upon whom they have, 
perhaps, previously depended for food 
‘themselves. 

‘The Chinese know nothing of the 
proper treatment for the insane, and it 
seems as if all the treatment they get 
‘ean act only as a preventive to recovery. 

Their condition is to 
pitiable, and. I have longed to help 
them and have been able to help two, 
who are now fully recovered, simply 
because they were given a chance ; one 
‘of them the man chained out to starve. 

The provision of a good asylum for 
these poor creatures would be a work 
of pnre merey and recognized as such 
by the Chinese themselves, who would, 
Tam sure, be glad to contribute to-

Sunday was a red letter day in the 
annals of the Sikh community of Shang- 
hai, for in the morning Sir Pelham 
‘Warren performed the opening cererwony 
of the new Gurdwara, which will hence- 
forth be the religious and social centre 
of the men from the Panjab. Though 
the funds. for building the handsome 
temple off North Szechuen Rond Ex- 
tension were contributed by the Sikhs 
themselves, the Municipal ‘ouneil pro- 
sented the land on which it stands, and 
also lent the services of the architect, 
Mr. Turner, of the Public Works 
Department, No one who has taken 
an interest. in Sikh policomen and 
matchmen in Shanghai can have failed 
to natice how rapidly they deyencrate 
when once they become out of touch 
with their religion and customs. The: 
staunch Sikh will noither drink nor 
smoke, will not shave nor cut his hair, 
not eat meat more than once a 
records of the Police Court 
sh that in 8 foreign land, without the 
religious and moral influences to which he 
has been acenstomed in his own country, 
the Sikh too often copies the worst traits

the religion of the Sikhs, lived ia the 
fifteenth centary.

in Chios. You have left your native 
country and, true to the best instincts 
of the British Empire, you have hasten- 
ed to associate yourselves with your 
new surroundings by such an establish- 
ment as this, which at once impresses 
on you asa community the soli 
and permanence of your new life, whilst 
retaining your best natiooal traditions 
by « new link of followship, and which 
will foster ainong you # peaceful and an 
honourable life, I understand that the 
Shanghai Municipal Council has granted 
to you the site on which the Gurdwara 
stands and also the services of the 
architect, who has xo ably planned the 
building. I know how much their 
generosity has been appreciated by you, 
and the mark of confidence which it 
indicates on the part of the Chairman 
and members of the Council wi 
sure, encourage you to renewed loyalty 
in their service and to ® hearty co- 
operation in. their efforts for the peace 
and good rale of the Settlement. Many 
‘of you have served with honour in the 
Sikh Regiments in India, and all of 
you bear the traditions of those Regi- 
iments for courage and for loyalty. For 
the present your military service has 
ceased, but you will remember that 
in entrusting you with your preseut 
positions of authority and trast the

Their most solemn oaths are taken

Now that the Sikh community has 
its own temple the time seems ripe for 
the formation of a Panchaeyet, or Com- 
mittee of Five, which exists in every 
Khalsa community in India, for the 
parpose of watching over their morals, 
and punishing those who are a disgrace 
to the faith by patting them out of the 
caste. A similar committee in Shang- 
hai would do incalculable good in 
effecting the settlement of civil dis- 
putes and ridding the place of tn- 
desirables, while it would also open the 
way for 8

men of good character would be allow- 
ed to leave their country to sek 
‘employment in the Far East. 

It is safe to say that very few Sikhs 
who could possibly attend absented 
themselves from Sunday's cerenrony. 
Before 9 a.m. several hundred police

It may be 
safely assumed, however, that to the 
Dictionary now under review must be 
accorded the first place from the point 
of view of atility and comprehensiveness 
The Commercial Press Pronouncing* 
Dictionary, issued in 1902, has done 
good service, but it was generally re- 
cognized that, with the progress made 
by Chinese students in the study of 
English, « larger and more complete 
work was needed. It was the intention, 
‘at first, of the publishers to have Web- 
ster's International Dictionary translat-_ 
bodily into Ohinese. In view, 
however, of the impracticability of 
accomplishing this gigantic task, 
it was decided to adopt Nuttall’s 
Dictionary (Standard Edition) as 
= basis, to include the numer- 
ous excellent sentences in the 
Pronouncing Dictionary, to insert « 
great many words from Webster's

Considering the absolute and despotic 
character of the Chinese Government, 
it is astonishing how much freedom the 
people have in matters that with us are 
settled exclusively by the police anthor- 
ities. This is all the more extraordinary 
seeing that the Chinese is intensely 
conservative, almost as much so indeed 
a8 the Englishman, and without any 
compulsion or suggestion from any one, 
he is prepared to hold on like grim 
death to what has been handed down to 
him by his fathers. To-day is common 
place and devoid of authority. Yester- 
day has already begun to pnt on airs, 
bat two thonsand years ago is invested 
with every power human and divine,

faces, riding wysterionsly and at racing 

speed to some lonely and secluded spot, 
and then separating ax rapidly when 
the tragedy is over, in order that their 
identity may remain a secret. Here it 
isan open and recognized power. and 
has not to do simply with horse-stealing, 
as was its main idea when first started 
in Americas. 

Ronghly speaking. it takes cogniz- 
ance of all wrongdoing except offences 
against the State. These the Govern- 
ment dewands shall be regalated by 
itself. Tn a multitude of cases, however, 
where the people would find it too 
expensive or tedious to go through the 
law conrts, Lynch Law, withoot any 
restriction from the officials, is prepared 
to step in, and with rough-nnd-ready 
jnstice to settle them. 

One of the commonest offences it has 
to deal with is theft. This seems to 
arouse the very worst passions that lie 
smouldering in the heart of a Chinese. 
In a densely populated country like 
China, where large sections live on the 
very borderland of starvation, property 
ix apt to be considered more sacred 














and his face resumes its wonted look 
of childlike innocence and simplicity. 

The punishment meted out to a 
thief varies with the mood of the people 
that make the capture. One day I was 
passing by a house in front. of which 
was a crowd that seemed highly pleased 
with some entertainment that was giving 
them a great deal of amusement. It 
might have been a Panch and Judy 
thow they were looking at, a9 jolly did 
they all appear. Smiles and laughtér 
gave them quite a festive appearance. 
‘When I came close enough to see what 
was the reason of the fun, I found that 
it was caused by the sight of a thief 
mho was saffering the penalty that King 
Mob was inflicting upon him for « 
theft in which he had been caught red- 
handed. The moment I canght sight 
of the poor wretch the langhter that had 
come infectiously upon me from the crowd 
vanished both from my face and from 
my heart and a wave of pity swept over 
me. The man's hands had been tied 
very tightly behind his back with cords 
that must hare cnt into the flesh, and 
by these he had been hoisted up several 
feet from the ground and suspended 
from the branch of a tree. 

The pain must have been most acate, 
for the arms were stretched ont at 
right angles to his backpand the whole 
weight of his body had to be borne by 
his shoulder joints. That he was # 
thief. L did not for » moment donbt. 
He had the air of » vagabond about 
him. He was shabbily dressed in the 
‘monotonoas blue cotton cot and 
trowsers in which the masses like to 
array themselves. He evidently be- 
longed to the criminal classes, for there

him to be a scamp, Le was groaning 
with pain and beseeching the:crowd by 
appeals to heaven and earth to let him 
down ere his joints cracked and “his 
farms were riven from his shoulders. 

No sooner did he catch sight of me, 
than he at once tnrned all his arts of 
persaasion upon me, and begged me to 
intercede with the ‘crowd to let him 
Toone.

‘As has already been stated, the 
punishment for theft depends largely 
upon the mood and the power of those 
that exercise Lynch role, and not at all

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stolen, Where the offence for example 
has been committed against a wealthy 
man with a powerful clan at his back, 
the reprisal is oftentimes of the most 
savage character, and is altogether out 
of proportion to the injury done to his 
property. 

An illastration from an actual fact 
in Mi, will explain exactly what I mean. 
One day, my duties led me to a 

hospital, where a large number of 
patients were collected from all parts 
of the country, to consult the English 
doctor who was in charge of it. There 
were country bump! traight from 
their farms, in quiet ‘dha in the 
interior, opened-mouthed at the won- 
ders of the city, and too shy almost to 
dare to speak. ‘There were sailors 
from a neighbouring port, with a

The excitement throngh the coantry- 
side was intense, and vows were made 
that when they canght the thief, they 
‘would visit him with the direst’ vem 
ance. Everybody was perfectly certain 
who he was, but he was too clever to 
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Toave the slightest clue by which they 
eould . bring thefts home to him. 
Without this no one would touch hi 
for the sense of justice is strong in the 
Chinese and without positive evid- 
ence men wonld not dare to act. 
Even the wandarins, when they have 
the clearest proof of a man’s guilt 
will not execate him until he has signed 
& written document confessing his 
@rime. If he does not do this willingly 
he is beaten to a jelly with hard 
bamboo rods and the most fiendish 
tortures to compel him, but until he 
puts his hand to the paper and signs 
his own doom, the hand of the execu- 
tioner must be stayed. 

Time, however, the great detective, 
ran him at last to earth. A wakefal 
farmer caught him in the very act of 
loosing his solitary cow to lead her 
away in the darkness. A committee of 
angry citizens met in wild tumultuons 
disorder at dawn next morning. The 
thief had actually been caught at last. 
‘He was here trussed and tied in so 
stern a fashion that no conjurer’s art 
could ever loose him. His face had 
the look of « man that knew th® doom 
that was awaiting him, but he was 
determined not to show the white 
feather. 

The Chinese at his quietest is a loud- 
voiced man, and talks as though he 
were in = gale of wind, bat to-day 
there was a perfect tempest, as the men 
remembered their wrongs and discussed 
their schemes of vengeance. Fi ally 
they dragged the criminal to 
father’s farm, and told him that they 
had decided that he should act as the 
executioner of his son by buryiog him 
alive in one of his own fields. 

The man sbrank back with horror 
from the proposal and with tears and 
entreaties begged and prayed the crowd 
to spare him from this horrible fa 
But what were tears to them, and 
breaking hearts of father and mother, 
and the sgonized prayers that tried to 
win the life of their wretched son. 
‘Vengeance was what they wanted, and 
vengeance they would have, so in’ lond 
and angry voices they told the father 
that unless he proceeded to carry out 
their decision at once they would set 
fire to his homestead and drive him 
and his family from the place, and even 
then they would see that his miserable 
son should suffer the penalty of death. 

Terrified at what he knew to be no 
idle threat he seized a hoe, and dug 
a hole right in front of the home where 
the son had lived as a lad. Then by 
the direction of the lynchers he tied « 
stone around his neck, and with loud 
cries of bitter sorrow wrang his: 
heart he pushed him in and shovelled 
the earth over bim. When the tragedy 
was complete, and the crowd had 
stamped down the soil over the wretched 
man beneath, the excited crowd 
separated to their homes, heedless of 
the sorrowing hearts they left behind 
them, bat satisfied that an act of 
justice had been performed that would 
win the approval of every man in the 
entire region.

he ever exacts is # pecuniary one, and 
bat very rarely alte for alte. This 
crime is not s capital offence in China, 
neither does the law deem it necessary 
that it should concern itself about it. 
‘China indeed seems to be one of the 
easiest places in the world where 
murder may be committed with com- 
plete immunity to the murderer ss far 
as his personal safety is concerned. 

Aman, for example, kills another. 
No policeman appears on the spot to 
investigate the case and to arrest the 
criminal, neither does anyone dream 
of appealing to the mandarin to inter- 
fere in it. Something, however, very 
important .does take place. A com- 
mittee of the nearest friends of 
the dead man is appointed to take 
charge of the case and to wring as 
mach blood money out of the marder- 
‘er or his family as loud-voiced argu- 
ments and appeals to Heaven, and 
screams of the despairing widow will 
enable them to extract. The murdered 
man may have been a very insignificant 
member of society, but now that 
he is dead he is no longer so. He has! 
once become a mightier force 
than ever he could have been when he 
was alive. A dead Chinese is any day 
worth # score of living ones and any 
man of ordinary ambition ought to 
jump at ths idea of being murdered, 
‘seeing the immense importance he at 
‘once assumes in the family and the 
high financial value at which he is| 
appraised, 

Tt is exceedingly amusing to watch 
how Judge Lynch acts in a case like 
this, He is no longer the stern in- 
flexible aveng-r of justice, whose heart 
is impervious to every baser notive and 
who demands only that the interests of 
trath shall be subserved. His cyes 
have been blinded by the shadow of 
gold that has fallen apon them, and 
‘now even the dead man is lost sight of, 
and the sacredness of homan life 
vanishes in the thought of how much | ® 
more valuable financially the corpse is 
than when it was alive. His one aim 
now is to extract as much money out 
of the murderer as he can, without 
regard tu honour, justice or truth. 

The Judge with his possé consists of 
‘the nearest relatives uf the mardered 
man, the nearer the better—a wife if| 
possible, as she will be a very effective 
‘and picturesque figure in the discussion 
of the case. If there is an aged father 
in addition it will be an additional 
advantage, for he can plead most pathe- 
tically from a standpoint that never 
fails to appeal to the Chinese. These 
proceed in a body to the home of the 
murderer, who, expectant of their 
has gathered his most powerful 
around him, for whatever the 
may be they will have to share 
him the responsibility. 

Tn a case of this kind no time is lost 
in superfluons courtesies. The matter 
is stated curtly and forcibly ; and a 
certain sum for compensation, far be- 
jyond what they expect to get is de- 
manded. Nosmile must cross the face, 
for that would show weakness. A stern 
look, and contracted brows, and passio 
in the voice are more effective, for the 
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‘aim at this point is to stsike terror into 
the hearts of the other side. 

To produce a suitable impression, the 
father of the murdered man in tremb- 
ling accents, and with a voice filled 
with emotion, speaks of his son that 
has been rathlessly torn from him by 
the hand of the assassin, He describes 
how good he was and how he depended 
upon bim to be the solace and support 
of his declining years. He hoped, 
moreover, that after his death, he would 
bring the offerings to-his tomb that 
would reach him in the other world 
and make his, existence there a happy 
‘one. Now his spirit will have to wander 
hopelessly and aimlessly about, a hungry 
wretched ghost, since the son who could 
have put gladness into his life is 
himself a wanderer in the land of 
shades. This 
dramatic power, of wl 
are masters, is producing too great 
an effect and s0 one of the opposition 
interrapts him and declares that the 
man was killed only because be was 
the aggressor, and that it was by the 
merest, Tuck that his opponent 
fad not ecco ‘befor the feet 
of his attack.

greatest discovery was H. A. Wilson, 
and while the Hallamshire Harrier! 
‘showed © good performance when 
winning the Salford Harriers’ two miles 
wcratch race, early in the spring, no 
‘one thought he was such a brilliant 
* "To rao 1,500 metres io 3 
mins, 69% secs. is a really fine perform- 
ance, the previous best being 4 mi 
52 secs. by J. D. Lightbody at 
Bt, Louis in 1904, who beat McGough 
and others at Athens in 1906. 
Allowing Wilson 20 secs. for the ext » 
120 yards to complete the mile, this 
makes him out a good 4 mins. 20 secs. 
man and he ought to go close for the 
Championship. F. C. Knott was 
secon ' in 4 3 secs., while E. V. 
Loney got home in 4 mins, 5} secs., 
which made some wonder if the distance

Personally, I think that the refusal 
is simply a "draw" to sce whether our 
authorities can be blaffed into accepting 
the “ status quo,” which certainly suits

Although the M. C. C. will, I believe, 
on its own account, take a strong and 
decided line in the matter, the county 
clubs should recognize that they hold 
all the cards if they trouble to act in 
unison, and it is difficult to believe that 
they will countenance the dropping of 
the triangular proposal.

Under the old arrangement they would 











come either only in 1910 and 1915, or 
more probably only in 1912 and 1918, 
mith five Test matches on each occasion. 
The triangalar scheme gives Australia 
twenty-fonr Test matches in England 
between now and 1918 ; the old scheme 
only ten ; but I suppose the Australi 
think that if they can obstruct or shelve 
the triangular scheme now they will be 
able to work things round to suit them- 
selves afterwards. 

Why we who want the triangolar 
tournament shonld allow this I do not 
quite see. Ae the county clabs stand

day. The police have purchased big

The Committee, in view of the 
calamity, has parchased a vast qnantity 
of biscuits, and Chinese cakes, 
together with rice, for feeding the 
poor people, It also asked the police 
tocollect all the scorched rice they 
could from the varioua tesidents for 
distribution, Hundreds of thousands 
of people were starving in many places, 
The Tang Wa Hospital telegraphed 
tothe Committee on Wednesday at 9.40 
p.m. that they remitted $10,000, toget 
with a large quantity of rice from Hong- 
kong. for the relief of the poor. 


The Kwangehou Prefect has issned 
© praclamation to the effect that owing 
to the failure of the rice crop, caused 

incessant rain, the rice supply 
will not be sufficient for the people, 
unless the merchants convey rice to 
Canton withont interruption: that in 
such hard times merchants not 
allowed to store up vast quantities of 
Tice for speculation ; that special wai- 
yoens will be sent to investigate the rice 
shops, and heavy penalties will be in- 
fitted om those who ‘are found storing 
rice for higher prices. 

















WRECK OF THE 
POWAN. 


An official inquiry into the cireum- 
stances of the disaster which befel the 
steamer Powan was opened at the 
Marine Court, Hongkong, on Jane 24, 
before Commander the Hon. Basil 
nd Lient. Henry But 
of H. M. 8, Tamar, 
- Page. of the str. Ying 
Ping; Mr. E. 8. Crowe, master of the 
str. Kwong Sai, and Mr. T. A. 
Mitchell, master of the str. Fook Sang, 
assessors. 

The most important evidence was 
given by Captain Black, master of the 
Powan, who described what occurred 
fon the night of the wreck, June 8. 
He left Hongkong for Canton shortly 
after nine o'clock. The steamer went. 
‘at half speed nntil she got clear of the 
shipping and then the order fall speed 
‘was given. When he left the wharf he 
conld see for over a mile distant. Some 
fifteen minutes afterwards he left the 
bridge to consult the chart and retarned 
‘as quickly as possible. Rain began to 
fall when the vessel was off Chung Hue. 
He consulted the pilot, in whom he had 
every confidence, with regard to the 
course and the latter told hitn they were 
making for Capsimun Pass. Witness 
could uot see any land at that timo, 
hut some minntes Inter he could see, by 
the light of the monn, some black 
objects on the port how. At first he 
thonght they were sampans as they 
were often to be seen at that part of the 
Pass but he foand that he was wrong. 
Immediately he reslized the position he 
ported the helm. The pilot became 
very excited and when the vessel had 
turned some two and a half points there 
wax a grinding noise. Thinking he 
conld clear the rocks he steered 
ahead and gave orders to sound 
the well. The engines were stopped 
‘and the chief officer told him there 
were three and a half feet of water in 
the fore hold, the engineer also telling 
him they were making water very 
rapidly in the stokehold. He decided 
to head the steamer at fall speed for 
land on the starboard xide of the boat. 
This was very diffienlt to do as it 
wonld not cant ander the helu 
In order that he might carry ont his 
porpose he went astern and got a point 
lon the beach towards which to steam. 
He ordered the boats to be got ready 
fand soon the plates began to buckle 
both fore and aft, and the ‘engineer told 































him it was impossible to hoist the boats. |) 


He had boat drill once week. The 
passengers, none of whom were Euro- 
Peans, became excited. Witness 
‘signalled for assistance and the steam- 

Kan Sham, as well as sone 
fishing junks immediately came to their 
sid. “Everything moveable was then 
thrown overboard and arrangements 
made for a raft.

BRITISH 
NEWSPAPERS IN 
KOREA. 


The Seoul Press states that under} 
date of June 12, H.M. Consul-General 
at Seonl made known to the British 
residents Regulations for the control 
of British newspapers in Korea drawn 
up by him and approved by the Secre- 
tary of State. The new enactment rans 
a follows :— ,

1.(1) A register of newspapers 
entitled to British protection in Korea 
shall be maintained at the Consulate- 
General in Seoul. 

(2) The register shall contain such 
particolars, and shall be in such form, 
as the Consul-General shall by notifica- 
tion direct. 

(3) The registration shall be renewed 
annually, in the month of January. 

(4) If any alteration takes place with 
regard to any particulars entered in the 
register, the register shall be corrected 
forthwith by the person responsible for 
the pablication of the newspaper. 

2. A newspaper shall not bo regis- 
tered in the register of newspapers 
unless it is the property of a British 
subject, or of a joint stock company 
wed in the United Kingdom or 


itish possession. 

3. If the owner of a registered 
newspaper is not ordinarily resident in 
Korea, the name of .some responsible 
British subject resident within the 
jurisdiction shall be registered as his 
agent for all purposes relating to these 
Regulations. 

4. The owner or agent, as the case 
may be, shall be deemed to be re- 
sponsible for the publication of the 
newspaper and forall matters eppearing 
therein. 

5. In every copy of » registered 
jewspaper there shall be legibly printed, 
in English, the name of the owner or 
‘agent who is responsible for the publica- 
tion, 

6. A newspaper which is not regis- 

wred shall not be deemed to be entitled 
to British protection as the property of| 
a Britiah subject. 

Provided that nothing in this Article 
shall exempt the owners, printers, or 
publishers of such newspaper from 
liability to any criminal or civil proceed- 
ings to which they would have been 
liable if these Regulations had not been

It had not been shown that 
apecitic notice of the terms of this 
agreement had been forwarded to them, 
The conditions of the agency were so 
vague that neither party knew where 
they were. Mr. Little had tried to 
make two persons liable as principals, 
On Mr. Jones’ contention that Curtis 
Bros, were agents with notice, and that 
that point had been clearly bronght 
before the arbitrators, ennnsel cited 
the care of Grey ¥. Gwennap (L 
Barnewall & Alderson, p. 106). He 
contended that in the present case the 
arbitrators had considered eversthing,

driven negligently and with great force 

i's carriage which 
n in an easterly direction

© was greatly damaged and the 
plaintiff's pony then drawing the same 
was cut aud bruised and deteriorated 
in value. . 

Particulars of negligence. -The ser- 
vant of the defendants who was driving 
the tramear bad had little or no 
practical experience in the driving of 
tramears and lacked the requigite skill, 
and the defendants were guilty of 
negligence in allowing or ordering bin 
to drive the said tramear. The tran- 
car was driven at an excessive speed in 
regard to the nature, condition and use 
of the highway, was not under proper 
control at the time of the collision and 
‘was negligently driven into the plain- 
tiff's carriage, which was upon its proper 
side of the road. 

Particaars of damage followed. The 
damages claimed were Tls. 127.10. 

‘Mr, Hays explained that there was 
another Tis. 5 to be added for veterin- 
ary surgeon's fees. 

‘The following statement of defence 
was read by Mr.’Platt : 

1.—The defendants admit paragraphs:

The 
carriage was a victoria and was driven 
by © Chinese mafon. Witnese turned 
round in the carriage and saw the tram 
a long way off. Witness thought that 
the tram was near a pond, Witness 
marked on plan the positions of the 
tram and her carriage. There were 
wheelbarrows and ricshas on the left 
side of the road and witness way at 
this time overtaking them. The wh 
barrows laden boo poles were 
between witness's carriage and the trees 
growing by the wide of the road. The 
tramear approached and the mafoo held 
up his hand in order to stop the 
tramcar. At that moment the mafoo 
could not pull off the track as he had 
to pass wheelbarrows and —ricthas.

phone pole, Witness was then thrown 
out on to her head. The tramear 
strack the carriage with great force. 
The carriage travelled about thirty 
yards from the time witness first xaw 
the tram until the moment of the col- 
Witness was not unconscious at 
the time she struck the ground, but she 
wax much shaken and later she ex- 
perienced pain. Thé tram had stopped 
about thirty yards from the place of 
collision when witness got up from the 
ground. * Witness was driven home by 
‘8 Indy friend and she telephoned to her 
hosband. Later she was examined by 
the doctor. Witness was confined to bed 
for three days, after which she was able 
to lie on acouch. Since the accident 
witness had suffered from headaches. 
Witness had given up riding and 
driving as she was not sufficiently 
well to do fe As the tramcar 
approached the bell was rung. 
semester, by Mr. Platt—The 
Pony was not nervous of tramears. It 
did not mind the ringing of the tram 
bell. The mafoo had been in witness's 
employ since August of last year, and 
he had not had any accident before 
this. The mafoo was an average driver : 
she never had any cause to complain oft 
his driving. He left witness's employ 
after the accident* He was not dis 
missed because of this accident ; be was 
discharged for “ squeezing.” The tram- 
car Gid not-gof ebreact-of the carriage 
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before it struck the carriage. Witness 
did not stand up in the carriage before 
she was thrown out. The mafoo's 
raising of his hand conld not have been 
understood by those behind as a signal 
that the carriage was going up Medhurst 
- Road—Medhurst Road was too far 
‘away. The Tramway Co. inquired later 
how witness was and she signed the 
note produced. 

‘A, Berg stated that he was plaintiff 
in the first action. He proiuced the 
accounts for the repairs to his carriage 
after the accident. 

Charles Henry Taylor, Police Con- 
stable 125, said that he went to the’ 
scene of the accident. He saw Mrs. 
Berg standing in the road supported 
by the Rev. Darwent. The tramcar 
wa trent oe thirty yards from the 
carriage, which was on its wheels, the 
fore-part pointing to the left across the 
fields. The carriage was at an angle 
of 45 degrees with the tram track. 
‘The carriage had been jammed up 
against a telegraph pole and the mafoo 
was pking up broken pieces of the 

cle. Witness interviewed the tram 

driver and the conductor. Witness 
was told that the motor man only went 
on duty for the first time at three 
o'clock that day. The motor man told 
witness that he had rung his bell and 
‘the Rev. Darwent also said that the 
bell was rung. 

‘This was plaintiffs’ case and the 
Court adjourned for lunch.

Then he was examined for two days by 
‘a foreigner, who gave him a letter to 
enable him'to go on service. Hie re- 
ceived his badge on April 2. On April 
3 he began to drive cars. He was on 
duty that day from 11 a.m. to 7.30 p.m. 
He left Bubbling Well about 3.45 0 
car bonnd for the Bund. In Avenue 
Road he saw a carriage in front of him, 
some way ahead. It was opposite house 
No. 88 Avenue Road that he 
first saw the carriage. The car 
gradually got nearer the carriage. 
When he first saw the latter it 
was going in the same direction as the 
car on the left of the road. As he 
approached it he noticed that it tarned 
on to the rails as if the mafoo intended 
to godown Medhurst Road. At that! 
time the regalator was at the fourth 
notch, which meant that the tram was 
going rather less than half «peed. 
Witness shut off the electric power and 
rang the bell, and the carriage then 
fell back to the left hand side. ‘Th 
car went on very slowly as the power 
was shut off, and canght up the carriage. 
Tho car overtook the carringe, and the 
latter was somewhere alongside the car. 
He then pat the switch on to the first 
notch as he noticed the carriage was 
not overtaking him. Then he saw two 
country-people about fifty fect in front 
of the car, and rang his bell. The 
countrymen ran across the track a 
went up Medhurst Road. Witness 
heard a sound from the carriage, some- 
where behind him. Suddenly the car- 
riage rushed forward until a little a- 
head of the car, Witness only saw the 
pony, and immediately he shut off 
power.

Witness had been driving cars ever 
since and had had no other accident. 
Cross-examined— There were two 
brakes on the car. Both ooald not be 
tused at once, The smaller one was 
the more powerful. Witness had never 
driven a car at fall speed, so he did not 
know what full speed was. There were 
eight notches on the regulator, but he 
would be fined Tis. 5 if he drove on 
the eigt:th—or full speed. The drivers 
were only allowed to drive on the 
fourth notch on Nanking Road for one 
minute ut a time. They were not 
supposed to drive faster than that. 
Driving st the foarth notch, if the 
sand-box and emergency brake were 
‘used the ear could be stopped in three 
or four feet. When witness first saw 
the carriage it was four or five 
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cars’ lengths shead. There was a 
small pond near Mr. McBain’s house. 
‘Witness was about 60 feet away when 
the carriage turned to the right. 
He had already shut the power 
off from the fourth notch, He shut 
off power as soon as the carriage began 
to turn and let the car go on with ite 
own impetus. The car could be pulled 
up in fifty or sixty feet by the hand 
brake, when it was travelling on the 
fourth notch. He did not use the 
brake because the carriage, after he 
rang the bell, went off on to the left 
side of the road again. The hind 
wheel of the carriage was on the stone 
setts, and then it went outside 
track and was not in dang 
soon as the carriage was clear of the 
track witness stopped ringing. The 
carriage went about a foot away from 
the edge of the stone setts. ‘The body 
of the car would just overlap the setts ; 
there was still a little over a foot to 
between it and the carriage. Witness 
made a report of the socident to the 
company.

H, G. Talcott stated that he trained 
the drivers. He had had three years’ 
previous experience in New York. City 
and Brooklyn. The driver of the car 
joined on March 12. Hin eyesight 
‘wan tested. First men were put on 
adammy car in the shed and there ins- 
tracted in getting the notches perfectly. 
This driver was kept on the dommy 
car until March 26 and then was taken 
ont on moving car. He first went 
out on March 27 and was kept on the 
training car until the 31st. He was 
quite satisfactory. After leaving wit- 
ness's hands the driver was examined 
by Mr. Underwood. Witness had 
trained 317 drivers since January 22, 
and 150 of these were retained in the 
company’s service. Some resigned and 
‘others wore discharged as incapable. To 
stop a car, the current was first cut off 
‘and then citherthe hand or emergency 
brake could be applied. When travel- 
Ting on the fourth notch the emergency 
brake would bring ap the car in about 
10 feet. 

Cross-examined—The driver of this 
car was a vory good man. When ona 
training car a driver was kept at work 
for eight or nine hours aday. On the 
eighth notch a car would probably 
travel at sixteen miles per hour ; on 
the fourth notch it would go about 
seven miles per hour. 

Re-examined—Men having the same 
training as this man hed made excel- 
lent drivers. Witness had seen 
foreigners in America go through their 
training in three days. 

E. H. Underwood stated that he 
was shed superintendent at Bubbling 
‘Well. Hehad to examine new drivers, 























He began tramway work seven yearn 
ago. He trained the first batch of 
drivers for the Monte Video tramways. 
The Chinese compared very favourably 
with Europeans, owing to freedom from 
nervousness.

THE HANKOW ROAD FIRE. 

Ng Sisng-fong, Zang Men-sung, 
Tran Ven-sun and Sung Yen-sung 
were charged on remand with being 
concerned together in wilfully setting 
fire to house No. 43 Hankow Road 
with intent to obtain the insurance 
money, thereby endangering life and 
property, at 3.55 a.m. on June 13. 

Mr. G. H, Wright appeared for the 
prosecntion and Mr. T. Morgan Phillips 
for the defence. 

Mr. Wright stated that the first- 
named accused was the manager of the 
firm of Zang Kee Yuen, at 43 Han- 
kow Road, and the firm dealt i 
goods. On June 13 the premises were 
burnt out. The ground floor was 
occupied by the accused, and other mer- 
chants occupied the upper part of the 
baildings. The premises were inured 
for Tle, 31,000—Tis. 27,000 on stock 
‘and the remaining Ts. 4,000 on cloth- 
ing and farnitore, There were four 
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rooms on the gronnd floor opening 
from large reception hall. The two 
rooms on the left were used for storing 
goods and the employees also slept 
there. On the other side one room 
office and

From 
‘statements it appeared that the 
proprietors and several other employees 
slept on the premises in addition to the 
accused. Witness arrived on the scene, 
about ten minutes after the alarm was: 
given, which was about 4.10 a.m. as 
near as he could say, 

‘Mr. Phillips pointed out that accord- 
ing to Mr. Grayburn’s evidence the 
bell was rang at 2.50 a.m.

A NOVEL FIRE ALARM. 
Mr. Ontway, inventor and patentee 
of the May-Ontway Firo Alarm, is at 
present in Shanghai.

Meanwhile 
American Tobacco Company has just 
declared its usual dividend of 2} 
percent and, » “special” of 5 por 
cent, by which it is proved that in spite 
of the rain that the raiders have wrought 
upon themselves and the district, the 
“trast "" has been practically unhurt.

ten per cent after allowing for all risks 
‘and expenses. This would prevent the 
public being squeezed by private firms 
and also avoid the private firms suffer- 
ing from unfair competition.

Apropos of British music many 
readers shold be interested in Dr. 
Ernest Walker's newly issued History 
of Music in England (not quite the 
same thing) which both shows evidence 
of careful research and is most enter- 
tainingly written. The author has his 
drawbacks, not the least of which is a 
knack of being too positive, while some 
of his criticisms are not only truculent 
but very doubtful in their accuracy. 
For instance he attacks the position of 
Sullivan with » vehemence which we 
can only hope has carried him further 
than he really means to go; as for 
instance when he hints that’ without 
Sir. W. 8. Gilbert's libretti the musio 
of Sallivan’s comic operas wonld_ never 
have attained their popularity, No 
doubt Sullivan did owe much to his 








partner: but surely the debt was 
mntot Greater critics than Dr. 
‘Walker have admitted Sullivan as a 


classic in face of that common, bit 
misguided complaint that it was pity 
that he did not direct his attention to 
something really serious. Why should 

lovers be confined to one partica- 
lar class of music, as this complaint, if 
satisfied, would confine them ? Can it 
seriously be argued that there is any 
absolute standard in music (or in any- 
thing) to decide the relative .ositions 
for moral and aesthetic excellence 
between the grave and the gay ? If there 
is, it ought surely to incline towards 
the gay, on the principle that it is 
better to be happy (healthily) than 
miserable, At least it may be said 
that the man who composes happy 
music which comes up fresh again and. 
again, however often repeated, confers 
as mach benefit on his fellow-man as the 
composer of the deepest symphony. 
After all, even « music-hall tune may 
endare from year to year; yet, 
Phyllis, never fail to please : and’ even 
Dr. Walker would, we think, admit 
that Sullivan was more than a writer 
of saccesatal masic-hall tones.

One has to re- 
member that Court musicians -at the 
end of the 17th .and beginning of the 
18th centuries were expected to turn 
‘out sn amount of fresh music that 
‘would appal! the most fertile pantomime 
hack nowadays: and the astonishing 
thing is not that Handel should have 
occasionally dropped below himself, but 
that he should have soared so often to 
such heights of splendour.

He is 
not willing to take the chances ; and, be- 
sides, such tributes are unnecewary. Any- 
one should know he does not care about 
such things. ” 

Other pinoists are less particular. 
Mr. Backhaus, for instance, went off 
recently from a recital in London with 
two wreaths, one of laurel, one of roses 
and ribbons. But the fundamental 
difference between Paderewski and all 
other players was put in a ontshell

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs. Iungnt & Co.'s Weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, July 2, 19080 


"The end of the half-year is a time when accounts 
are made up, stocks taken, and when merchants are 
inclined to make estimates for the future based on their 
experience in the past. So far 1908 has been mainly 
1a year of liquidation. ‘The warket has been slow! 
gradually recovering from the unhealthy conditions 
prevailed throughout 1907; demand has been fairly 
steady, though by on means active; sellers have had 
some assistance in maintaining the comparatively high 
level of currency prices, from ontside influences, stich 
fas the high average price of cotton and the low average 
rate of exchange. Notwithstanding these factors, which 
exerted a favourable influence apon the realization of

Mixed Court. 

Corporal Punishment.—A. report by 
the Captain-Superintendent is read on 
recent cases of acid throwing, in which 
he states the opinion thet it is impos- 
sible to keep the criminal classes in 
‘subjection without the infliction of the 
‘bamboo. The Council endorses this view 
‘and directs that copies of the report be 
furnished for the information of the 
Assessors. 


AclD THROWING. 


“Diaring the last week cases of acid 
throwing on the streets by some un- 
known persons have been reported to 
the Police. 

So far-as can be ascertained at! 
present such cases have not been 
followed by attempted robbery or other 
crime, but appear to be either isolated 
instances of wilfal hooliganism or may 
be taken as mere practice in the art 
of acid throwing. 

Whatever the immediate cause of 
these occurrences, the inauguration and 
adoption of such Western criminal arte 
in the Settlement cannot but be » 
matter of grave concern to the Police. 

‘The Watch .Committee is aware 
that I have more than once referred to 
the difficulty, if not the impossibility of 
keepin the criminal classes here in 
subjection” without the infliction of 
corporal punishment. 

To show that my argument bes 
reason it is only necessary to remind 
the Watch Committee that the Chinese 
authorities whose jurisdiction surrounds 
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the Settlement make daily use of the 
bamboo, and this although these same 
authorities have forbidden its use by 
theMagistrate a the Mixed Court. 
The Watch Committee will, perhaps, 
recall a case during the last few days 
in which two harmless coolies were 
chastened with 1,000 blows apiece for 
nothing more than obeying the orders 
given them by their foreign superiors. 
It is a mere waste of words to dwell 
upon the inconsistency which permite 
the Chinese Authorities to inflict imme- 
diately outside Settlement limits such a 
‘ernel sentence upon two harmless coolies 
while declining to allow the Mixed 
Court Magistrate inside the Settlement 
to sentence two worthless raffians who 
live by crime to » hundred blows, 
The only means of preventin 
inception of crimes like acid throwi 
is, in my opinion, corporal punishment, 
ne cangue freely used is the next best 
ptinishment though far behind the first 
as 8 deterrent. 
I ask that in view of the undisgaised 
use of the bamboo by the Chinese 
Authorities immediately outside Settle 




















ment limits ite ase may be restored at 
the Mixed Court for certain crimes."

A second Police report informs the 
Council that there are at present 139 
prisoners in the Hongkew Station cells, 
confined in 80 small a space as to be 
prejudicial to health. ‘The total number 
of prisoners in Municipal custody is not 
greater at the present date than in 
May of last year, and it therefore ap- 
pears probable that by transfers to other 
‘stations, some temporary alleviation of 
these conditions may be effected. At 
‘the same time it is the opinion of the 
Council that it is by the bamboo alone 
this total number may be kept 
within reasonable limits. 








Sailors’ Home, 


A letter from the Secretary of the 
Committee of this institution informs 
the Couneil officially of the steps 
which have been taken as to the trust, 
and describes the provisional arrange. 
ments whereby its work will be carried 
on at the Hanbury Institute. 


Shanghai, June 22, 1908. 


Dear Sim—I enclose for your 
formation a Trast Deed approved by 

Majesty’s Supreme Court, under 
which you and your successors aro 
nominated as members of the (‘ommittee 
of the “Sailors Home”, so long as you 
sare willing to accept the post. At the 
last meeting of the Committee held on 
Tanuary 9, 1908 it was, as you are aware, 
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decided that the work of the Institu- ; 
tion be carried on for the present st the 
“Hanbury Institate and Sailors’ Home" 
and that a grant-in-aid of Tsels 200 a 
month be made from the funds of the 
Home towards the expenses of installa- 
tion and upkeep for the present year.

“For the protection of the Public 
Health, no unsound food, including 
fruits, vegetables, ice-cream, iced drinks 
and serated waters will be allowed to 
be exposed for sale, Cut or peeled 
fraits, including melons, will considered 
wo be unsound. 

“Except in the distriet of Yangtsepoo 
beyond the Creek, where no market 
facilities exist, no hawking of fresh 
food-staffs will be permitted oatside the 
Municipal Markets. 

“Offenders will be linble to prosecu- 
tion and to have their unsound food- 
stuffs confiscated. Where ice-cream, 








being made in an insapitary manner 
the apparatus of inanufscture will be 
liable to confiscation.”

Dean Sin,—From the remarks in 
‘your letter dated May 16th I gather, that 
the Council is not acquainted with the 
position of Cadastral Lots. No. 1687 
and 1690 and the projected Manila 
Road, otherwise probably their opinion 
would be different, they would 
realize that the road is detrimental to 
these lots. 

Lot No. 1687 has a long frontage to 
the Chungking Road of abvat 310 feet, 
by an averase width of only aboot 37 
feet, across which you take the Manila 
Road, thereby cutting the lot into two, 
and at the North end leaving a piece of 
ground about 70 feet long by about 30 
feet wide, more or less useless for any 
porpose, it is therefore obvions that this 
must seriously depreciate the value of 
the lot. 

Lot No. 1690 has on the East 
froutage to. the Chungking Road 
‘of about 240 feet and on the South a 
frontage of about 210 feet to at ’hinese 

wablie road, on the North side the 
Council propose to. take away upwards 
of one sixth of the lot to form nearly 
the whole width of the Manili Road, 
from which the lot does not derive any 
benefit, as it has so much superior 
frontaze already, while the Landowners 
on the opposite side of the road, acquire 
fa frontage on to it, and are not called 
upon to surrender any ground, thereby 
gaining the fall advantage of the Road, 
‘and enhanced value of their properties, 
at the cost of Lot No. 1687. 
Apparently a fairer method would have 
been to adjust the Manila Road, #o that 
that half its width should be surrendered 
by Landowners on both sides of it. 

If the Council prefer it, I am willing 
that the matter be referred to the Land 
Commission for settlement.

Sale of Lampsto Consumera.—A report 
by the Electrical Engineer is submitted 
pointing out that while the Resolution 
of the Ratepayers in January 1904 in 
respect to the sale of fittings did not 
preclade the sale by the Council of 
lamps, the discontinuance of the sale 
militates against the successfal working 
of the Department. He attribates a 
considerable portion of such dissatisfac 
tion with the supply ax exists to the 
inferior quality of the lamps with which 
the market is flooded. ‘The present time 
appears particalarly suitable for intro- 
ducing a change in view of the advent 
of metallic filament lamps upon a 
commercial scale. After full considera 
tion of- this question the Committee 
records a stroug recommendation to the 
Council that the practice be re-intro- 
duced. The members consider that no 
more than a fractional profit, say 
2 per cent, should be charged since the 
lamps will be sold with a view only to 
increasing the output of current. 








Note—In respect to the abore the 
Council decivtes to publish the report in 
the first place, with a view to obtaining 
an expression of public opinion on the 
point raised. 

SALE OF LAMPS, 


When a few years ago the sale of 
fittings by this department was stepped 
‘at the wish of the ratepayers, there was 
10 mandate to prevent the sale of 
incandescent lamps. The Council, how- 
ever, decided that the department should 
not ‘sell Iamps to consumers. In my 
opinion this was a mistake for in a 
short time the rnarket became inundated 
swith lamps of a very inferior quality. 
Although at the present time good 
lamps may be obtained, there is » very 
large proportion of inferior lamps in 
use. Bad Iamps not only give poorer 
light but consume more energy. The 
result is that consumers complain of 
bad lighting and increased bills for! 
electricity. This state of things is 
bad both for the consumer and the 
supply authority, for the one feels he is 
paying heavily for poor lighting, the 
other realizes that dissatisfaction is 








Tn one instance a large club complained 
about the low pressure of supply and 
bad lighting. Investigation proved the 
pressure to be slightly above the 
declared standard but the lamps were of 


such inferior quality that the general 
illuminating effect was most depressing. 
The lamps were all changed and in 
their place were pat lamps which 
department imports for its own use ; 
the improvement was very noticeable. 
Many Chinese consumers are yearly 
lost because their lighting is poor and 
their bills high; yet the department 
cannot supply them with good lamps and 
so retain their custom. The Council, in 
the various departments, notably the 
Police, use many hundreds of lamps 
each year. It would seem rational if 
these lamps were supplied by the Elec- 
tricity Department at a small profit, 
although it would pay if just the cost 
price—including charges—were mule ; 
the various departments wonld benefit 
not only in obtaining their lamps cheaper | 
but would obtain better articles. The 
advantages to be gained by the depart- 
ment and the consumer mntuall 

gests that the Conneil should seri 
consider the question of selling lamps 
to consumers, 

The advent of the metallic filament | 
Jamp on n commercial scale amplifies 
the advantazes in favour of selling 
Tamps to consumers. 

At the present time the prime’ 
cost of the metallic Inmp is much 
higher than the ordinary carbon 
filament lamp in use. For an equal! 
candle power, however, the current | 
consumed is less thaa half, Their life— 
under normal conditions—is longer. The 
light emitted is whiter, thus giving the 
effect of greater brilliance, a property | 
appreciated by the average consumer | 
but by the Chinese consumer in any 
extraordinary degree: witness their 
partiality t0 the incandescent gas | 
in all” its garishness. Although | 
their first cost is higher, experience | 
shows that it is far wore economical 
to use them both on account of 
their longer life and their economy in 
enrrent consumption, ! 

‘The first thing which may strike the 
Committee is—if we introduce these very 
economical lamps ona large scale,—what | 
becomes of our profits, for the sales of 
electricity will be greatly reduced? For) 
a time the sales would perhaps decrease 
but even though the Council allows the| 
department to sell these new lamps to 
consumers it will be a matter of con- 
siderable time before so many are! 
connected that an appreciable difference | 
will be felt on an existing total of over! 
150,000 lamps. By that time the num-| 
ber of consumers—particularly Chinese 
—who on account of the cheapening of 
electric lighting will have been connect-,

is generally admitted, has come upon 
the market at an opportune time and it 
will doubtless accomplish for electricity 
what the Welsbach did for gas. 

There is a vast field in Shanghai 
amongst the Chinese for electric light- 
ing but the cost, with the ordinary 
carbon lamp in use, is outside the 
reach of the majority. Furthermore, 
it is not sufficiently brilliant to 
attract them for they much prefer 
a glare to artistic lighting. We 
have some native houses in the 
Foochow Road district illuminated 
with metallic filament lamps aod the 
consumers are very satisfied. In the 
same district are similar houses in which 
the ordinary carbon lamps were installed, 
but with few exceptions the consumers 
have reverted to incandescent gas be- 
‘cause the illumination for the same cost 
is inferior to the other houses where 
Tam con- 





to sell these new lamps the accretion of 
e consumers will more than justify 
ie step. 
Metallic lamps are not yet successful 
on 200 volt supply but they are on 100 
volts. Almost all our consumers are 
supplied at 200 volts. To reduce the 
pressure to 100 volts, each consum 
or group of consumers, must have a 
small transformer installed as part of 
installation. The cost of trans- 
formers for 1 installation is about 
Tis. 14 bat the consumer has to 
pay this additional charge a great part 
of the saving of cheaper lighting is lost. 
Therefore, the fairest’ way and one 
satisfactory to both supplier and con- 
er is to charge a swell rental 
similar to the meter rent now charged 
but based oo the capital cost of 6 per 
cent and a depreciation at 10 per cent 
representing the life of the transformer. 
‘This smal charge, about eighteen cents 
per month, would not be felt by the 
consumer neither would any loss be 
suffered by the departinent. 

I regard this matter as of very great 
importance and recommend ordering at 
once 200 small transformers and some 
“Osram” lamps. For the future 
development of the undertaking the 
Chinese consumer must be secured. I 
look to the metallic filament lamp as 
the first means to that end.

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(J) To enter or remain in any car i 
wearing dress or clothing which 
in the opinion of the conductor 
might soil or injure the dress or 
clothing of any passenger, or if, 
in the opinion of the condnetor, 
such person is for any other reason 
offensive to yussengers. Such 
person may be prevented from 
entering the car and shall not 
enter any car after having been 
requested by the conductor not to 
do so, and if found in any car, 
shall on the request of the con- 
ductor, leave the car upon the fare, 
if previously paid, being returned.
